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Me  sense  in  which  it  was  used  by  him,  and  not 
in  every  sense  in  which  it  might  pos.'>ibly  be  used. 
I,  thereforei  explicitly  stated,  for  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  the  possibility  of  misapprehension,  that 
tiie  Arminians  mean  by  the  language  of  the  de- 
inition  to  spread  the  impression,  “  that  our  sys¬ 
tem  necessarily  implies,  that  God  disposes  ot  the 
souls  of  men  by  a  mere  act  of  sovereignty  without 
regard  to  mercy  or  justice ;  that  he  converts  by 
an  irresistible  operation  as  many  as  be  pleases, 
fnd  perpetuates  the  sin,  and  secures  the  dainna- 
ion  of  all  other  persons  by  an  operation  equally 
inconsistent  with  freedom  and  accountubilitv, 
and  plainly  subversive  of  both.”  Such  is  the  effi¬ 
ciency  against  which  I  preached,  and  in  which  1 
do  not  believe.  Could  E.  have  misunderstood  my 
meaning  ? 

It  was  not  necessary  to  my  design  to  show  that 
the  word  efficiency  was  jjcrverted  by  Dr.  Fisk 
from  its  popular  and  proper  signification.  An  ef¬ 
ficient  cause  has  been  understood  to  be  that  which 
produces  its  effect  not  only  in  opposition  to  all  ac¬ 
tual  resistance,  but  which  would  produce  the 
same  effect,  if  all  the  power  of  resistance,  suppo- 
sable  in  the  case,  were  exerted  ;  or  that  without 
which  a  thing  cannot  be,  and  with  which  it  can¬ 
not  but  be.  All  external  influence,  which  thus 
necessitates  the  acts  of  men,  isefficient — all  which 
fails  to  do  this,  is  not  efficient  in  the  sense  in 
which  President  Fisk  used  the  word,  and  in

Having  considered  the  only  objections  which 
lia^e  any  plausibility,  against  the  opinion  by  me 
maintained,  that  none  of  the  accountable  acts  of

Tell 
them  that  to  perform  this  act  requires  no  length 
of  time  and  no  protracted  effort;  that  it  may  be 
done  at  this  time,  and  in  this  place ;  and  that  if 
they  depart  from  this  place  without  performing 
this  act,  they  go  in  a  spirit  of  stouter  rebellion, 
•nS'jnay  bring  on  themselves  swift  and  sudden 
destruction. 

3.  Studiously  aviod  in  all  your  directions  and 
prayers,  direct  or  implied  misrepresentations  of 
the  real  condition  of  impenitent  sinners.  Never 
_ forget  that  they  are  free  agents,  and  do  always 
and  obstinately  resist  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  that 
their  anguish,  perplexity,  confusion  of  mind,  and 
all  their  other  clifficulties  proceed  from  this  cause. 
If  this  is  the  real  state  of  the  case,  it  is  most 
manifest,  that  so  far  as  you  produce  an  oppo¬ 
site  impression,  you  do  in  fact  destroy  the  pow¬ 
er  of  all  motives  to  repent  and  directly  oppose 
the  work  of  conversion.  You  directly  resist  the 
impression  which  the  Holy  Spirit  is  aiming  to 
produce,  and  may  be  accessory  to  the  ruin  of 
souls.  As  you  value  therefore  the  salvation  of 
the  sinner,  never  direct  him  to  toait  God’s  time;

But  it  may  be  asked,  whether  afler  all,  there 
arc  not  some  points,  on  which  I  differ  from  my 
brethren  generally,  or  at  least  from  some  of  them  ? 

I  answer, — it  would  be  strange,  if  any  two  men 
should  be  found  to  agree  exactly,  in  all  the  mi¬ 
nute  matters  of  religious  opinion.  With  respect, 
however,  to  what  is  properly  considered  the  Or¬ 
thodox  or  Calvinislic  system  of  doctrines,  as  in- 
sluding  the  great  facts  of  Christianity,  and  as 
opposed  to,  and  distinguished  from,  the  Unitarian, 
Pelagian,  and  Arminian  systems,  I  suppose  there 
IS  between  the  orthodox  ministry  and  myself  an 
entire  agreement.  In  respect  to  comparitively 
minor  points,  and  philosophical  theories,  and 
mmles  of  defending  Ihe  Calvinistic  system  of 
doctrines,  there  has  always  been,  as  you  are 
aware,  a  diversity  of  opinion  with  freedom  of 
(ii.sciission,  among  the  Calvinists  in  this  country, 
especially  in  New  England ;  but  which  has  never 
impaired  their  fellowship  or  mutual  confidence. 
To  these  topic.s  of  difference,  greater  or  less  im¬ 
portance  has  been  attached  by  different  individu¬ 
als.  In  respect  to  some  of  these,  (and  in  respect 
to  them,  I  suppose  myself  to  agree  with'a  large 
majority  of  our  Calvinistic  clergy)  I  will  now 
briefly  but  frankly  slate  what  I  do  not,  and  what 
I  do  believe. 

I  do  not  believe,  that  the  posterity  of  Adam  are, 
in  tlie  proper  sense  of  the  language  guilty  of  hi.-* 
sin ;  or  I  fiat  the  ill  desert  of  that  sin  is  truly  theirs; 
or  that  they  are  punished  for  that  bin.  But  I  do 
believe,  that  by  the  wise  and  holy  constitution  of 
God,  all  mankind  in  consequence  of  A^ftoY  sin, 
become  sinners  by  their  own  act. 

I  do  not  believe,  that  the  nature  of  the  human 
mind,  which  God  creates,  is  itself  sinful ;  or  that 
God  punishes  men  for  the  nature  which  he  cre¬ 
ates;  or  that  sin  pertains  to  anything  in  the 
mind  which  precedes  all  conscious  mental  exer¬ 
cise  or  action,  and  which  is  neither  a  matter  of 
consciousness  nor  of  knowledge.  But  I  do  be¬ 
lieve  that  sin  universally  is  no  other  than  selfish¬ 
ness,  or  a  Dreference  of  one’s  self  to  all  others, — 


ihg  out  of  voluntary  perverseness  of  heart,  or  dis¬ 
inclination  to  serveGod.and  which,  wtiile  it  leaves 
him  a  complete  moral  agciil,  and  therefore  with¬ 
out  excuse  for  neglecting  his  duty,  suspends  his 
salvation  oa  the  good  plca.siire  of  God,  or  ren¬ 
ders  the  interposition  of  the  Hoiy  Spirit  absolute¬ 
ly  necessary  to  his  conversion.  Ail  this,  I  must 
think,  is  right  and  scriptural,  and  tiie  only  effec¬ 
tive  way  of  preaching  the  doctrine  of  man’s  de¬ 
pendence.  If  this  doctrine  is  so  preached  as  to  set 
aside  human  agency,  or  make  man  the  mere  pas¬ 
sive  receiver  of  a  divine  operation,  the  practical 
effect,  as  it  appears  to  me,  must  be  to  quiet  con¬ 


science  and  lay  the  sinner  down  secure  in  his 
sins. 

But  though  the  discourses  you  delivered  here 
fully  satisfied  me,  and  I  would  trust,  all  others 
who  heard  them,  of  the  correctness  of  your 
views  on  the  doctrines  above  alluded  to,  you  are 
quite  aware  that  there  are  not  a  few  in  the  com¬ 
munity  who,  from  some  cause  or  other,  are  ap¬ 
prehensive  that  you  are  not  sound  on  those  doc¬ 
trines  ;  and  much  alarm  has  been  expressed  lest, 
as  a  teacher  of  theology,  you  should  introduce 
heresy  into  our  churches. 

Now,  my  dear  brother,  while  I  highly  appre¬ 
ciate  the  feeling  which  watches,  with  discreet 
vigilance,  over  the  purity  of  our  doctrines,  and 
is  ready  to  sound  the  alarm  whenever  there  is 
any  real  departure  from  the  faith  once  delivered 
lo'the  saints,  I  cannot  but  feci  that  you  owe  if  to 


4.  Urge  the  sinner  ratlter  to  the  immediate 
pierformaoce  of  duly  than  to  efforts  to  obtain  a 
hme  pardon.  A  well  founded  hope  is  a  result 
of  the  consciousness  of  holy  affections  in  the 
heart.  If  therefore  the  attention  of  the  mind  is 
directed  to  tbeattnintneni  of  hope,  instead  of  the 
exereisq  of  holy  emotions,  it  is  turned  away  from 
thehm^bject  of  pursuit;  and  to  obtain  a  good 
ho{imBmpossible.  On  the  other  hand,  the  ex- 
istenceV such  a  hope  will  be  the  indirect,  though 
natural  consequence  of  the  exercise  of  such  af- 
iketton. 

5.  Undertake  and  prosecute  the  work  with 
simple  reliance  on  the  Spirit  of  God  for  success- 
Such  truth  must,  indeed,  be  presented,  and  pre¬ 
sented  in  such  a  manner  as  will  tend  to  produce 
the  result  desired  ;  otiicrwisc,  it  will  not  be  a  fit 
instrument  for  the  Holy  Spirit  himself  to  use  in 
converting  the  soul.  But  confide  not  in  the 
truth  alone,  as  though  without  the  influence  of 
God  it  would  convert  the  soul,  nor  confide  in  your 
own  skillful  manner  of  presenting  it.  Such  con¬ 
fidence  is  utterly  unfounded,  and  will  lead  to 
Jw^Mintment  and  defeat.  The  consequence 
will  be  faintness  of  heart  and  irresolution  as  to 
all  future  efforts.  On  the  other  hand,  entire  con¬ 
fidence  in  God  not  only  sustains  and  gives  full ' 
power  to  the  soul,  but  also  secures  his  own  aid  to  | 
crown  our  efforts  with  success,  and  thus  iaspires 
new  courage  for  future  efforts.  The  cflects  of 
full  confidence  in  God  are  unspeakable.  A  Chris¬ 
tian  going  forth  to  his  work,  leaning  on  almighfy 
power,  seems  in  a  sense,  to  be  also  omnipotent, 
and  can  exclaim.  Through  Christ  strengtliening 
me,  I  can  do  all  things. 

6.  Take  heed  lest  by  injudicious  c.xprcssions 
of  natural  affection  or  sympatfiy,  you  prevent  or 
impede  the  work  of  conversion.  The  expression 
of  parental,  filial  or  other  natural  affection  will 
essentially  promote  the  progress  of  the  work,  if 
it  merely  operates  as  a  strong  inducement  to  ear¬ 
nest  effort  to  perform  duty,  and  leaves  all  the 
claims  of  God  hearing  with  unnbated  force  upon 
the  heart,  and  the  sinner  in  full  vfew  of  his  own 

^uilW  character  and  condition.  But  if  through 
nijiiaicious  afiection,  or  natural  sympathy  fordio- 


does  not  prevent  Ihe  existence  of  sin.  I  do  not 
believe  that  it  can  be  proved,  that  an  omnipotent 
God  would  be  unable  to  secure  more  good  by 
means  of  the  perfect  and  universal  obedience  of 
his  creatures,  if  they  would  render  it,  than  by 
means  of  their  sin.

All  the  hackneyed  pit  rases  ol  reproach  and  op- 
poaitiun  are  afloat  here,  and  are  met  by  the 
friends  of  these  institutions  at  every  step.  Not 
to  mention  some  from  whom  we  should  hope  bet¬ 
ter  things,  the  New  Lights,  Campbellites,  Uni¬ 


son,  and  tempting  the  novitiate  in  thie  art  of 
drinking,  as  well  as  inviting  the  adept  to  go  in 
thither.  And  the  temptation  is  not  in  vain,  for 
from  day  to  day.not  even  excepting  the  Sabballia 
and  from  night  to  night,  the  formation  of  intem¬ 
perate  habits  under  the  worst  circumstances  hero 
goes  on. 

Now  Sir,  it  appears  to  me,  that  all  those  who 
in  any  way  aid  or  assist  in  distributing  ardent 
spirits  for  general  use,  are  in  fact  accessory  to 
the  evils  of  intemperance,  and  that  neither  profes¬ 
sions  of  friendship  to  the  temperance  cause,  by 
the  owners  of  these  dram  shops,  (for  most  of  them 
are  enrolled  members,)  nor  ail  their  liberal  bene¬ 
factions  to  the  benevolent  objects  ol  the  day,  egnV 
sanctify  therenl  money  they  receive,  or  prevent^ 
its  proving  to  be  the  price  of  the  blood  of  souls. 
It  is  saying  virtually  to  the  keepers  of  these  shops, 
and  their  customers,  that  it  is  a  good  and  lawful 
business. 

Thus  circumstanced,  many  friends  ofthe  cause 
are  intimidated,  others  are  grieved,  and  the  work 
of  relbrmation  languishes.  Although  more  than 
one  tenth  of  our  population  have  given  the 
pledge  oCentire  abstinence,  such  is  the  counter¬ 
acting  influence  of  the  facts  here  referred  to,  and 
other  similar  causes,  founded  in  interest  or  appe¬ 
tite,  that  unless  they  are  removed,  I  fear  the 
burning  tide  of  desolation  will  roll  back,  and  bury 
oblivion  all  our  fond  hopes  of  emancipation 


vcrsalists.  Atheists,  Deists  and  Infidels,  with 
which  the  country  is  overrun,  unite  in  opposing 
every  systematic  evanfrelical  effort  to  spread  the 
gospd.  Some,  no  doubt,  through  ignorance,  but 
many  from  determined  hostility. 

The  difficulties  attending  the  progress  of  be¬ 
nevolence  at  the  west  are  not  known  at  the  east. 
I  know  much  lias  been  done ;  but  I  do  hope  no 
Christian  has  even  begun  to  think  of  sitting  down 
with  the  idea  that  the  work  ia  accomplished.  The 
camp  of  the  enemy  is  only  assailed-^  very  small 
advantage  (it  any  at  all)  has  been  gained:  and 
I  mistake  his  operations  very  much,  if  he  does 
not  intend  to  dispute  every  inch  of  ground  till  he 
is  finally  vanquished.  A  very  strong  current  of 
opposition  ia  formed  by  the  united  influence  of  er- 
rorists,  formalists.  Sabbath  breakers,  distillers,  and 
the  enemies  of  all  good. 

It  is  gratifying,  however,  that  there  are  among 
ministers  and  people  here,  many  choice  spirits, 
who  are  ready  to  do  eveiy  good  word  and  work, 
and  to  whom  it  is  ^luxury  to  do  good.  Among

It  is 
an  address  or  report  published  by  a  aoicety  re¬ 
cently  formed  at  Boston,  called  “The  Ytning 
Men's  Methodist  Foreign  Mission  Society  of 
New  England.” 

A  Younj;  Men’s  Missionary  Society  was  orj^nized  in 
this  city  about  seven  years  since,  and,  at  that  time,  promi¬ 
sed  to  become  a  faithiiil  and  efficient  auxiliary  to  the  cause 
of  missions.  But  it  bad  not  flourished  more  than  tiro 
years,  before  its  members  began  to  desert  it,  and  it  went 
into  speedy  dissolution.  We  cannot  avoid  lamenting  most 
deeply  the  premature  failure  of  this  association,  when  we 
consider  how  much  good  they  might  have  accomplished, 
had  they  persevered  in  their  efforts  to  the  present  time. — 
Had  they  gone  on  as  they  commenced,  the  voice  of  their 
missionaries  would  now  have  been  heard  in  the  wilderness, 
and  perhaps  a  church  planted  there  would  now  be  rising 
in  beauty,  making  glad  the  solitary  place,  and  spreading 
its  holy  umbrage  over  hundreds  of  redeemed  and  rejoicing 
heathen.  From  month  to  month  the  iovful  inteUigenec 
would  have  come  across  the  waters,  “Ethiopia  is  stretch¬ 
ing  her  hands  unto  God !  her  temples  are  forsaken,  and 
her  idols  abolished!”  Morning  and  evening,  the  prayers 
of  converted  heathen  would  have  ascended  with  ours  to 
the  throne  of  divine  grace,  and  invoked  blessings  upon  our 
heads.  But,  alas  !  it  is  not  so.  W^e  have  no  sacred  plant 
in  a  foreign  land  to  cherish  with  our  prayers  ;  we  have  no 
devoted  brothers  roaming  the  desert  after  lost  souls.  Dark 
places  of  the  earth,  which  are  full  of  the  habitations  of 
cruelty,  are  still  unenlightened,  and  the  “  heathen  are  left 
in  their  blindness.” 

We  have  concluded  to  remain  an  independent  society, 
in  so  far  as  electing,  with  the  approbation  of  the  bishops, 
our  own  missionary,  and  determining  the  destination  of  the 
mission.  We  think  this  mea-sure  is  essential  to  our  suc- 


sion  (or  the  comfortable  and  gratuitous  boarding 
of  80  many  persons,  of  various  habits  and  man¬ 
ners,  is  a  matter  of  much  embarrassment  to  thtjse 
ministers  and  elders,  who  (eel  it  incumbent  on 
them  to  attend  to  the  subject.  And  after  all  that 
can  be  done,  a  large  number  are  oblised  to  be  lo¬ 
cated,  far  from  the  place  o(  meeting,  that  it  is 
exceedingly  laborious,  and  not  unfrequently  inju¬ 
rious,  to  travel  so  far  on  tlie  hard  pavements, 
through  sun  and  rain  ;  especially  if  members  are 
old,  nr  in  (eeble  health.  We  know  that  this  is 
rather  a  delicate  subject,  especially  as  it  relates 
to  the  hospitable  citizens  of  Philadelphia  ;  but  we 
are  o(  opinion,  th.st  it  is  one  which  the  church 
should  look  at,  and  provide  such  remedy  as  the 
case  admits  of ;  which,  in  ouropinkiu,  is  no  other 
than  the  reduction  of  the  body  to  less  than  one- 
third  of  its  present  number. 

Churches  left  so  long  destitute. 

Another  evil  produced  by  the  number  of  minis¬ 
ters  who  attend  the  Assembly,  not  less  than  any 
which  has  been  mentioned,  is,  that  hundreds  of 
pulpits  are  left  vacont,  during  the  period  of  its 
sessions,  and  some  of  them  are  deprived  of  the 
customary  means  of  grace,  on  the  Sabbath,  for 
two  or  three  months.  Now,  we  ask,  can  any 
candid  man  persuade  himself,  that  these  minis¬ 
ters  do  as  much  eood  by  appearing  and  giving 
their  vote,  in  the  Assembly,  as  by  continuing 
their  wonted  labors  in  regions  which  are  exceed¬ 
ingly  destitute  ?  We  know  that  the  business  of 
the  church  must  be  tran-acted,  hut  we  insist,  that 
this  can  be  done  more  speedily,  and  in  all  res- 

tects  more  judiciouslv,  by  fifty  or  sixty  men,  than 
y  three  hundred.  If  there  was  any  probability 
that  justice  would  be  more  impartially  adminis¬ 
tered  by  three  hundred  than  by  fifty,  we  would 
cease  from  all  objections ;  but  to  us  the  probabi¬ 
lity  is  entirely  on  the  other  side.  The  only  rea-

_  .;ithtliat  calm  deliberation,  which  is  essen¬ 
tial  to  Ihe  dignity  ot  the  Assembly,  and  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  church  of  which  it  is  the  representa¬ 
tive.  And  this  inconvenience,  instead  of  being 
diminished,  is  greatly  increased  every  successive 
year.  Several  attempts  have  been  made,  by  al¬ 
tering  the  ratio  ot  represeniation  from  the  pres¬ 
byteries,  to  keep  the  body  within  moderate  size ; 
but  so  rapid  has  been  the  increase  of  the  church, 
that  notwithstanding  these  mcaiures,  the  number 
of  members  has  gone  on  increasing;  and  unless 
something  more  effectual  can  be  done,  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  increase  rapidly,  until  it  will  be  found  ab¬ 
solutely  necessary  to  adopt  a  new  organization. 
In  legislative  bodies,  a  large  number  of  members 
is  not  attended  with  so  great  inconvenience  ;  but 
in  judicial  bodies,  when  the  number  of  judges  be¬ 
comes  very  great,  it  exceedingly  retards  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  business,  and  obstructs  the  impartial  ad¬ 
ministration  of  justice.  In  so  great  a  number,  the 
responsibility  is  too  much  divided,  and  a  large 
proportion  will  feel  too  little  the  importance  of 
paying  a  short  and  unremitting  attention  to  all 
the  evidence  and  arguments,  which  should  have 
an  influence  on  the  decision.  Besides,  in  such  a 
crowd,  it  is  impossible,  on  account  of  the  noise 
and  confusion,  incident  lo  such  large  assemblies, 
to  hear  the  half  of  what  is  said  ;  and  retiring, 
modest  men  will  not  be  forever  complaining  of

The  funds  which  are  now  held  by  the  General 
Assembly  must  still  remain  in  their  bands ;  for 


Spirit  of  party  in  the  church. 

The  second  reason  fiir  new  modeling  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Assembly  is,  that  the  existing  and  increas¬ 
ing  spirit  of  party  in  our  church,  requires  some 
change  in  its  organization,  lo  prevent  the  su¬ 
preme  judicatory  from  becoming  a  mere  arena  of 
fierce  contention.  We  mean  not,  in  this  paper, 
to  appear  at  all  as  partizans.  We  do  not  ihere- 
liire  cast  any  repmaches  on  an.v  parl.v,  or  on  any- 
set  of  men.  We  are  considering  things  as  the.y 
exist,  and  inquiring  whether  anything  can  he 
(done  to  remedy  the  evils  which  are  felt,  and  to 
prevent  those  which  are  feared. 

Doctrinal  difference  in  the  church. 

I  That  there  exists  a  difference  of  opinion  in 
the  church,  relative  to  certain  doctrinal  points, 
and  as  to  the  precise  import  of  the  act  of  adopt¬ 
ing  the  Confession  of  Faith,  by  candidates,  at 
their  licensure  and  ordination,  cannot  be  denied 
or  concealed.  It  is  also  apparent,  that  the  num¬ 
bers  who  choose  to  range  themselves  under  the 
one  or  the  ottier  of  these  parties,  are  pretty  near¬ 
ly  balanced.  Hitherto,  in  all  questions  which  put 
the  strength  of  the  old  and  new  school,  as  they 
have  been  called,  to  the  test,  the  majority  has 
been  found  on  the  side  of  the  former,  until  the 
meeting  of  the  last  General  As.sembly,  when  a  de¬ 
cided  majority  appeared  on  the  other  side.  It  is 
true,  indeed,  that  the  points  on  which  a  division 
took  place  between  them,  on  that  occasion,  were 
not  doctrinal  points,  but  certain  ecclesiastical 
trawsaoiione,  relatit-e  to  missionary  operations, 
and  the  training  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  ; 
yet,  it  is  understood,  that,  generail.y,  the  respec¬ 
tive  parties  were  agreed  in  their  views  of  theo¬ 
logy.  This  difference  may  he  considered,  there¬ 
fore,  as  having  its  (inindatioii  in  a  diversity  of 
theological  opinion.  But,  whatever  may  be  the 
origin,  or  true  cause  of  these  parties,  it  falls  not

ORGANIZATION  OP  THE  METHODIST  EPIS¬ 
COPAL  CHURCH. 

In  noticing  some  things  which  appear  to  be 
capable  of  improvement,  in  this  branch  ot  the 
general  body  of  evangelical  organizations,  it  is 
not  my  intention  to  advocate  any  violent  reme¬ 
dies  for  the  e^s  I  may  point  out.  Indeed,  I  do 
not  think  very  well  of  violent  reforms  general-

ly.  The.y  ought  never  to  be  resorted  to,  but  in  1 
eases  of  the  plainest  necessity.  My  only  object 
in  bringing  them  before  the  public  is  to  produce 
such  an  examination,  and  such  a  sense  of  the 
propriety  of  what  is  required,  as  shall  prevent 
the  necessity  for  any  thing  violent  or  coercive. 

The  next  point  I  would  refer  to  is  the  Missionary 
Socief  y  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church.  The 
organization  of  this  is  such,  that  the  principal 
officers  are  all  clergymen,  especially  the  treasurer, 
and  for  additional  security,  the  sole  power  of  es- 
tablishingand  regula  tingthe  missions, a  nd  appoint¬ 
ing  missionaries,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  bishops. 

I  So  that  the  whole  business  of  the  Missionary  So- 
1  ciety  is,  to  receive  the  moneys  which  are  sent  in 


not  hearing,  or  calling  (or  a  repetition  of  what  has 
teen  said;  so,  that  when  a  complicated  case  has 
been  gone  through,  and  a  vote  is  expected  from 
every  member,  il  would  be  found,  if  the  trial 
were  made,  that  a  large  number  of  the  judges 
were  not  fully  in  possession  of'  the  merits  of  the 
cause.  For  it  is  a  matter  of  fact,  that  members 
are  often  absent  from  the  house,  during  the  most 
important  part  of  the  trial ;  and  surely  they  are 
not  competent  to  give  an  intelligent  vote.  Others 
are  so  situated,  in  the  midst  of  commotion,  from 
persons  going  out  and  coming  in,  that  they  can¬ 
not  pioasiblv  hear,  or  be  composed,  though  ever 


so  desiMus  of  understanding  what  they  are  about. 
But  I  need  not  dwell  on  theinconvenience  o(  tran¬ 
sacting  judicial  business  in  a  court  consisting  of 
between  two  and  three  hundred  members.  The 
thing  is  notorious  to  every  person  who  enters  the 
room  in  which  the  General  Assembly  meets. 
The  evil  would  not  be  quite  so  great,  if  there 
was  a  room  commodiously  fitted  up  flir  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  this  sort ;  but  the  members  are  crowded 


fbr  missionary  purposes,  and  hold  them  sul^ct 
to  the  draff  of  the  bishops.  The  clerk  at  the 
book  room,  who  keeps  the  accounts  of  the  mis¬ 
sionary  department,  does  nearly  (he  whole  basi- 


tables,  and  with  scarcely  room  to  pass  from  one 
part  of  the  house  to  another,  without  creating 
disturbance.  It  is  only  the  members  who  sit 
around  the  clerk’s  table,  who  have  the  conveni¬ 
ence  of  writing  materials,  or  an  opportunif.v  of 
committing  to  writing  any  motion  or  resolution 
which  they  may  wish  to  propose. 

Inconvenience  to  citizens  qf  Philadelphia. 

Another  serious  inconvenience  of  this  over¬ 
grown  body  is,  that  it  imposes  an  annual  and 
unequal  tax  upon  the  Presbyterian  population  of 
Philadelphia,  which,  upon  the  most  moderate  m  - 
culation,  cannot  he  less  than  two  thousand  dol- 
lars.  Now,  we  profess,  that  we  never  heard  any 
of  the  syood  cilizena  of  Philadelphia  utter  a  word 
of  complaint  on  this  subject ;  but  the  bu«len  is 
not  the  less  unjust  on  that  account.  Many  of 
those  who  entertain  a  member,  or  members  of  the 
Assembly,  Ibr  two  weeks,  are  in  very  mi^erate 
circumstances,  and  are  only  able,  with  strict  mo- 
nomy,  decently  to  support  their  families.  And  to 
aav  the  least,  these  persons  could  afford  to  give 
‘more  to  the  pressing  calls  of  benevolence,  if  they 
were  relieved  from  this  burden.
